




















What is an emission-increasing 
AECD? 

 From the proposed OBD regulation: 
– “…any approved AECD that is not classified as an 

NTE deficiency but causes emissions to exceed the 
NTE emission limits regardless of whether it occurs 
within or outside of the NTE control area...” 

– Examples could be extended idle strategy or other 
engine protection strategies that cause emissions to 
exceed the numerical NTE emission limits even 
though they may not occur inside the NTE control 
area 
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
